"The Baron of F was che more will- 
ing to marry his Daughter to our Knight; be- 
cauſe by this Alliance he ſhould get à brave 
bold Man to head his People againſt the Clan 
of M Donalds of Glengary, who bordering on 
the Lochiel Eſtate, there were frequent Bicker- 
ings and Skirmiſhes between the two Clans; 
for in thoſe Days all Quarrels and Diſputes were 
decided by the Strength of the Arm and the 
Edge of the Sword. Our Knight, "whoſe 
Courage never flinch'd in the greateft Dangers, 
and fought many 
bloody Encounters with the M Donalds, whoſe 
Chief he challeng'd to ſingle Combat; which 
M Donald, knowing his Antagoniſt was ſuperior 
to him in Strength, refus'd, but fought it out 
with him in a pitch'd Battle, in which 1 
was worſted, and great Numbers of his People 
lain; and finding himſelf much weaken'd, 
and his Clan greatly diminiſh'd ſince the Knight |

The Regiſters 
of this Family record likewiſe a long Succeſſion 


of great Men, who render'd themſelves famous 


by their military Exploits; but the Genealogy 
is ſo wrapt up in Fable and Romance, that a 
Relation of them would appear much in the 


ſame Light as the Hiftories of St. George, St. 
Dennis, Guy Earl of Warwick, John of Gaunt, 


and other fabulous Heroes, wrote for the Di- 
verſion and Amuſement of? Children. Let it 
ſuffice to aſſure the Reader, that there has been 

a lineal Succeſſion of great Men in this Family 


and that the Chief of the Houſe, for the Time 


being, had always * himſelf by ſome 
remark-

remarkable Actions and Atchievemnents, and 
had added either Glory or Enlargement to his 
Clan, down from the Knight of the wry Noſe 
to Lochiel their preſent Repreſentative, . who 
made no inconſiderable Figure in the late Rebel- 
lion. It appears plainly enough that they were al- 
ways a powerſul Clan; becauſe they have been 


ſo far from loſing or diminiſhing any Part of 


their Eſtate, that they have made great Addi- 
tions to it in the Courſe of ſeveral Ages. Their 
Chiefs were likewiſe always careful to ſtrengthen 
their Intereſt with potent and honourable Alli- 
ances, by marrying their Children into the beſt 
Families in the Shires of Argyle and Inverneſs; 
and their Eſtate, which is reckoned at about 
5ool. per Ann, is held in Vaſſalage, partly of 
the Duke of Gordon, and partly of the Duke

We come now to the more immediate An- 
ceſtors of our Heroine ; and we ſhall go no far- 


ther back than Sir Hugh Cameron, Grandfather 
_ of the preſent Lochiel, who was a ſtrenuous 


Partizan for King Charles I. It is reported of 
him, that one Day, he and his Party being 
engag' d with a Detachment” from CromwelPs 
Army, he was thrown down by one of the 


_ Engiih Soldiers and difarmed ; but thoꝰ Sir 


Hugh was at the Mercy of the Soldier, who 
might have taken his Life, but ' offer*d him 
Quarter, yet, ſo ſtrong was his Antipathy to 
the very Name of an Engliſbman, that he ſcorn'd 


to accept it, and ſuddenly jumping up, ſeiz'd 


with his Teeth faſt hold of the Soldier's 
Throat, which he could not be forced from,

till he had tore a Hole in the Fellow's Wind- 
pipe, and fo kill'd him on the Spot. 


Sir Hugh Cameron his Son, imbib'd the ſame 


Averſion to the Engliſh, and carried it to as 
great Lengths, in every Inſtance of his Life, 
or as often as Opportunity ſery*'d him to ſhew 
it; and he had fo inſeparably attach'd himſelf 
to the Family of S/yarts, that no Conſideration 
whatever could ever induce him to abandon that 
Party, or forſake their Intereſts. Ar the Re- 
volution, no Man was a more zealous Aſſer- 
ror of the Rights of King James than Sir Hugh, 
and was actually in Arms, and ſerv'd the Lord 
Dundee, who being defeated, Sir Hugh thought 
it highly neceſſary for him to leave his own 
Country, and retire to France, and reſided for 
many Years at the Court of St. Germains, ſub- 
ſiſting on a Penſion allow'd him by the French 
King; and when by the Treaty of Utrecht the 


Pretender was oblig'd to quit France, Sir Hugh 


follow'd him to Avignon, and was with him 


afterwards at Rome; tho' not always, as ſome. 


Gentlemen of that Faction have been, but 
made his chief Reſidence at Paris, In the 
Year 1715, he came over to Scolland with the 
Pretender; but I can collect nothing memora- 
ble of him in that Expedition 900 he went

and the Royal Family, as his Predeceſſors had 
done, and never ſhew'd any Inclination to

Weakneſs of the Soul, or rather, whether 
it be nor a peculiar Excellence and Perfec- 
tion of a rational Being, will, perhaps, ad- 
mit of ſome Diſpute. *Fhoſe who maintain 
the firft Part of the Queſtion, ſupport, their

Tis this Concourſe of Foreigners, and this 
alone that makes all the Trade of Shetland; 
tor as to the Iſlands themſelves, their Pro- 
duct is little or Aging, except Corn and 
Cattle, and theſe; the Datch buy in great 
Quantities, in Exchange for Goods that 
they bring with them for that Purpoſe, in 
which they drive ſo great a Trade, that

where they ſell. a great many utetub Things, 
bur eſpecially Wines, Brandy, and Spices, 
and receive in return Beer, Bread and Fleſh, 
Plants, Ec. During this Fair, as it may 
be call'd, the Iſlanders, and others who 
have a mind to Trade, enrich themſelves 
greatly, by ſelling ſeveral Sorts of Scots 
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e ee to the Dutch Seamen, as ; well 
as all Sorts. of. Proviſions. _ 

Fenny, in order to get a right Informa- 
tion of the Buſineſs ſhe defign'd to engage 
in, when the next Fiſhing-Seaſon came on, 
took a Trip in a Veſſel ro Shetland... She 
Was no ſooner arrived there, but ſhe began 
to think herſelf in a new World; for ſuch 
a Scene her Eyes had never beheld before. 
Such a Noiſe and Hurly-burly among the 
Sailors; the odd Dreſs of the Dutchmen ;
